An effort to start into motion at once the 
wheels that would carry Chicago toward a 
new chatter was made at the city council 
meeting last night. 

Ald. Henry D. Capitain made the attempt 
and was held back only by the insistence of 
some of his associates that the matter should 
have thorough consideration in committee 
before being acted upon. A resolution he 
presented was sent to the judiciary commit- 
tea, and he announced that before thet body 
he will continue to fight for ¢ cotmplete revi- 
sion and expansion.of the. city’s powers of 
self-government. 

He di4 not propose the immédiaté calling 
of @ charter convention. He urged merely 
the turning of a small wheel that later, he 
hoped, would set in action the great wheéeis 
of a powerful charter mevement. His reso- 
lution provided for the appointment of a com-~- 
mittee of five to report back a method of or- 
ganizing that movement. 


Resolution Gives Plan. 

The resolution recited the city’s financial 
difficulties resulting from the Supreme court 
decision on the Juul law last fall and tte con- 
stant battle for legislation on specific sub- 
jects. It declared ‘‘ Chicago hag been and is 
today laboring under severe restreint due to 
out of date and antiquated laws preventing 
the people from enjoying the fullest returns 
from the taxes paid and obstructing prog- 
reas that should be made toward building 
up Chicago.” 

It provided the committee of five aldermen 
to be appointed should report for a “ charter 
convention or commission.’’ 

Ald. John Coughlin and Ald. E. F. Culler- 
ton called for the reference of the resolution 
to the judiciary committee, and under the 
rules the suspension of the rules—requiring 
a two-thirds vote—would have been neces- 
sary. Ald. Capitain made the motion for 
the suspension, but the roll call showed him 
defeated by 36 to 


Reconsider Theater Report. 

The surprise of the session came when the 
report of the building committee on its in- 
vestigation of the collapse of the Home thea- 
ter was sent back to it for reconsideration. 

Ald. Charlies M. Thomson made a fight 
against this proposal from Ald, Stanley 8.

USES BOOT. ON ANOTHER. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., Jan. 20.—[Special.]—A free 
for all fight, in the céurse of which Speaker 
Martin L. Pratt, Progressive, used his hands 
and feet freely on the persons of several 
political adversaries, threw the lower house 
of the Wyoming legislature in turmoll today.

TALK OF CRIPPLING CARS. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZD.] 

LONDON, Jan. 20.—There are dark rumors 
about London tonight as to what the militant 
suffragets intend to do when, as they fear, 
Sir Edward Grey’s amendment to the fran- 
chige bill giving votes to women may be de- 
feated in the house of commons on Friday. 

The tieup of the electric street cars by tani- 
pering with the underground conduits and a 
wholesale tampering with the telephone sys- 
tem are the mildest retaliatory acts hinted at. 

It cannot be denied that Scotland Yard is 
anxious over the situation, and precautions 
which are described as unparelieled are 
being taken on the strength of the informa- 
tion that the lives of the government minis- 
ters may he threatened.

FOURTH FLIGHT IN 11 DAYS 


At 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon Rob« 
ert Webb, chauffeur for the automobile ban- 
dits, wae in the clutches of the police for 
the fourth time in eleven daya 

Detective Peter Hart of the Fiftieth street 
station thrust a revolver against the bandit's 
bedy and commanded him to bold up his 
hands as Webb entered the third floor rear 
flat at 1617 South Wabash avenue. 

Five minutes later Detective Hart lay 
dead, shot with his own revolver. Bandi§ 
Webb escaped again, leaving no clew behind 
save footprints in the snow where he had 
fied over roofteps to liberty. 

Four Escapes in Eleven Days. 
The catalogue of Webdbd’s four escaped 

in eleven daye is as follows:

THE SLAYER 


Reformatories Failed 
to Reform Webb. 


Pentiac, Ill., Jan. 20.—(Spe- 
ecial.)—Robert Webb was re- 
ceived at Pontiac reformatory 
on Nov. 16, 1908, from Cook 
County Criminal court. The 
date of sentence was Oct. 30, 
1908; crime, burglary. His 
father’s address is Edward 
Webb, 315 West Forty-fifth 
atreet, Chicago. He was ar- 
rested twice for assault, twice 
for burglary, once for carry- 
ing concealed weapons. He 
served two terms ine the 
House of Correction and three 
terms in the John Worthy 
achool. He was paroled on 
May 8, 1910, to William Lon- 
gergan of 4246 Princeton ave- 
neue and was finally released 
from parole Feb. 21, 1811, 
when he became of age. The 
charge on which he was sen- 
tenced to the reformatory was 
for entering a residence and 
stealing a watch, chain, and 
ring to the value of $35. His 
associations were bad, pro- 
fane, and quarrelsome,.

2. Defense of members of the de- 
partment charged crimirally, where such 
charge arises out of honest discharge of 
police duty. 

+ 8. Safeguarding of rights of mem-. 
Hers of the department brought on 
charges before civil service commission 
or before trial board appointed by it. 

A significant feature of the report is the 
absence of any proposal of leniency toward 
members of the United Police booked to ap- 
pear before the commission’ on various 
charges tomorrow. It had been hinted the

shes no such immediate effect. 


Bitterly Arraigns Police. 

The following bitter acer was in 
the report: 

“ That 3,000 or more policemen should be

by refusal to tell the truth under oath and 
that dire punishment has been‘ threatened 
to any member of that organization who 
did, must necessarily shake the confidence 
of every citizen in a body of municipa! servy- 
ants to whom the city of Chicago pays nearly 
$6,000,000 per annum in salaries glone.”’

“That it has attempied to Iffluence and 
has threatened indivicual members ‘cf the 
city council in matters of salary increase and 
other matters. 

“ That officers an@ members thereof were 
pariies to and aided im the collection of a 
larse sum of money estimated to be not less 
than $60,000, the ostensible purpose of which 
was the bribery of members of the city 
council and. of the state legislature, in the 
interests of police patrolmen. 

“That no part of such fund was used for 
bribery purposes, but that a large part there- 
of was misappropriated by the then presi- 
dent of the United Police. William A. Stine.’’

Like Cermak, he made no epecific charges, 
but intimated that this requirement had 
been injected into the Ilinois statutes and 
into the Chicago code by certain interests 
owning patents on the devices required.

Ald 8i 
Mayer asked that the order go to a commit- 
tee, but when no members of the building 
committee, which prepared the ordinance, 
objected to the passage of the order he per- 
mitted it te go into the omnibus.

Chops, potatoes, and apple pie made up 
the menti of a 25 cent dinner which Miss 
Anne Morgan, daughter of the financier, ate 
the other day. Miss Morgan, according to 
dispatches, experimented with the meal] 
with a view of convincing several hundred 
working girls that a 25 cent dinner is good 
enough for anybody. 

Miss Morgan’s efforts are wasted. There 
are no working girls in New York, Chicago, 
or any other big city in the United States 
who would not be satisfied with a 25 cent 
dinner consisting of.chops, potatoes, and ap- 
ple ple. The objection on the part of work- 
ing girls and those championing their inter- 
ests is that the 25 cent dinner is out of the 
reach of the great majority of them, If 
Miss Morgan were to look into the hunch 
box of the shop’girl on the east side in New 
York or on the west side in Chicago, she 
would find that from 7 to 10 cents is all that 
70 per cent of them spend for their noon day 
meal, They cannot afford to spend more. 
Even the better paid girls, girls in offices 
and stores, do not spend more than 15 cents. 
in a near by lunchroom, for their midday 
lunch. They cannot afford to do it and 
keep the strait and narrow path. 

Miss Morgan, while sincere in her sym- 
pathy for the poor, is hampered by her ina- 
bility to look at things through their eyes. 
A quarter looks much bigger in the working 
girl's eye than Miss Morgan imagines.

churches, and keeping people out of the 
stores, 

Physicians are disagreed as to whether it 
is contagious or whether quarantining does 
any good.

All these factors, working together, make 

the disease a more live question than its 
prevalence warrants. The controversy as to 
its contagiousness and whether it should be 
quarantined or not is due to the greater im- 
portance of carriers or distributers of this 
disease than of emallpox and the other con- 
tagious diseases about which we know. 
‘ Every person in contact with a case of 
meningitis gets the germe in his nose. Some- 
times they are thrown off without causing 
any effect; sometimes they cause a bad cold, 
and the germe stay in the nose; sometimes 
they get into the brain and cause more or 
less typical meningitis. 

Dr. Pfitigge, the great German authority, 
says there are twenty cases that go no fur- 
ther than colds for every case that goes on 
to meningitis. 

Ordinarily all these irregular imfections 
are overlooked. The doctor sees this case, 
treated in the family circle; no quarantine, 
nobody “caught it.” The fact is, everybody 
| caught it, but did not have it the same way. 
The important point is that any one of these 
cases can spread it.

What bearing has this on quarantine? 
Does it mean no quarantine. 

No; it means more quarantine. Partial 
quarantine is absolutely useless. Complete 
quarantine is absolutely efficient. 

The degree of efficiency of quarantine de- 
pends upon the degree of enforcement of de- 
tails. Wherever a board of health has 
clamped down hard and used enough ma- 
chinery to see that orders have been carried 
out, it has ended the epidemic quickly. 

Wherever a board of health has instituted 
& paper quarantine and let it go at that, the 
quarantine and the board of health have 
fallen into disrepute.

LTHOUGH a favorite form of fraud 
on the part of German adventurers 
in America ig to insist that they are 
relatives of the kaiser, as illegitimate 
sons Or grandsons of old MKmperor 

William and of Emperor Frederick, as, for 
instance, the soi-disant Teuton baron who 
got into trouble in New York a few days 
ago, yet there are occocasionalily men to be 
found in this country making a hard tight 
for a living who have perfectly authentic 
Hohenzolliern blood in their veins. 

An instance in point is Count Joachim 
Taveggei, who now represents the interests 
in Germany of the firm founded by his Amer- 
ican father-in-law, the late Theodore Heit- 
meyer, @ multimillionaire leather goods 
manufacturer of Hoboken, N. J. The count 
is the grandson of that old Princess Freder- 
ica of Hohengoliern who died four years ago. 
She was the aunt of King Charlies of Rou- 
mania and a cousin of the present kaiser, in 
addition to which she constituted a link 
between the Hohenzollerns and the French 
empire, for her mother was Antoinette Murat, 
who was married at the Tuileries in 1808 to 
Prince Charlies of Hohenzollern-Sigmarin- 
gen, being given away at the altar by Em- 
peror Napoleon, who just before the wedding 
created her a princess of France. She was 
the daughter of Count Peter Murat, elder 
brother of Joachim Murat, King of Naples. 


> 

In 1644 Princess Frederica of Hohenszol- 
jern, the issue of this unicn, married at Bo- 
logna. her cousin, the Marquis Joachim Pe- 
poll, whose mother, Princese Letitia Murat, 
was @ daughter of Murat, king of Naples. 
The Marquis Pepoli, who belonged to one of 
the old patrician families of Bologna, took 
an active part in the war of 1848 and 1840 
against the Austrians, and in the subsequent 
struggies that culminated in the transforma- 
tion of the various states of the peninsula 
into one united kingdom of Italy. He be- 
came senator, minister of commerce and of 
agriculture in the Ratafzi cabinet, and died 
a little over thirty years ago, his widow, 
Princess Frederica of Hohenzollern, follow- 
ing him to the grave in 1906. They had but 
one daughter, Countess Antoinette Pepolli, 
who married Count Carlo Taveggi. One of 
the two children of this union is married iv 
Baron Geyr von Schweppenburg, lieutenant 
colomel of the Third regiment of footguards 
at Berlin. 

The other, a son, Count Joachim Tavegzi, 
after financial reverses in Europe, came to 
America, and underwent many hardships 
and followed many trades before winning 
the hand of Eifrida, daughter of old Theo- 
dore Heltmeyer of Hoboken, who com- 
menced life as a poor apprentice boy in a 
tannery, and died at the head of one of 
the greatest leather concerns in America. 
It is @ concern which has developed into 
an international enterprise, with branches 
in England, in Germany, and in Austria, and 
Count Tavegg!i is now in charge of the Ger- 
man end of the concern, and makes his home 
at Kripp, on the Rhine. 

» ~~ 

Another bona fide kinsman of the Hohen- 
zollerns in this country was Alexander von 
Waldenburg, great-grandson of Prince Au- 
guetus of Prussia and of the latter's fair 
friend Frederica Wichmann of Berlin, who, 
at the instance of her royal protector, was 
ennobled and accorded the name of Von Wal- 
denburg. Prince Augustus left a number of 
illegitimate children at his death, and, while 
the major portion of his immense property 
returned to the reigning house of Prussia, 
certain estates were left in trust for this 
left hand progeny. 

Five years ago ft was decided to sell a 
portion of this property and to effect a par- 
tition thereof among the prince's various 
descen The sanction of ail of them

The older of 
these sons, also named Hdward, married a 
Scotchwoman, Migs Selina Gregg, daughter 
of one of the gentiemen in waiting of King 
George IV. of England, and Alexander is the 
eldest child of this union. 

Prince Augustus himself was the younger 
eon of that Ferdinand of Prussia who was a 
younger: brother of Frederick the Great. 
Ferdinand survived the latter long enough 
to receive a courteous visit at his palace of 
Bellevue at Berlin from Emperor Napoleon 
when he entered the Prussian capital as a 
victor in 15806.

Viscount Hardinge is responsibie for an 
extracrdinary mory, to which he has on sev- 
eral recent oocasions given public utterance, 
on the authority of his younger brother, the 
viceroy of India, who is now slowly recover- 
ing from the serious wounds which he re- 
ceived on the occasion of the attempt to as- 
sassinate him by means of a bomb filled 
with scraps of iron and gramaphone needles 
when making his state entry into Delhi a 
few weeks ago. Viscount Hardinge declares 
that whenever the viceroy travels in India 
members of that magnificent Indian police 
force, which numbers all told some 200,000 
men, are stationed along the railroad line at 
intervais of a hundred yards. The policemen 
often become sleepy, and lie with their heads 
on the rail, in the expectation of thus hearing 
the approach of the train. Sometimes its 
approach does not waken them in time, and 
On one occasion no less than fifty police 
sentries had their heads cut off or crushed 
in this fashion by the vicerega! locomotive, 

Viseount Hardinge, who makes this state- 
ment, bas been a. frequent visitor to India 
since hig younger brother has been viceroy 
there, and has made long stays with him at 
Simla and Calcutta. He is colonel com- 
manding one of the battalions of the rifle 
brigade, and served in the Nile expedition of 
1885 and also during the South African war— 
in the latter instance on the staff of Field 
Marshal Lord Roberts. He is the chief of 
the Hardinge family, and the third tn descent 
from that first viscount who won distinction 
in the Peninsular war, and was afterwards 
viceroy of India and field marshal command- 
ing in chief the entire British army.

Viscount Hardinge is not the kind of man 
to make such a statement as this, or to give 
his wounded brother ae an authority for it, 
without plenty of foundation, and, though ! 
his assertions have been questioned, he sticks 
to them, 

After all, it is plaueible. In Russia military 
Sentinels are stationed at a hundred yards’ 
distance from one another on both sides of 
the line whenever the czar travels by rail, 
and sometimes. this row of sentinels extends 
all the way from 8t. Petersburg to Moscow, 
and from Moscow to the Crimea. There 
have been 80 many outrages and attempted 
assassinations in recent yeare in Indla by 
native Malcontents that it is perfectly nat- 
ural that elaborate precautions should be 
taken for the safety of the viceroy when he 
travels—precautions which are not always 
successful, as shown by the injuries which 
he received at Delhi the other day. 

Every schoolboy knows that by placing his 
ear to the rail he can hear the approach of 
a train long before it appears in sight. That 
the Indian police sentinels should endeavor 
thus to hear, and should fall asleep with 
their heads on the rail while thus listening, 
is also perfectly natural. That the viceroy’s 
train, rushing along through the night, 
should occasionally run over a siseping sen- 
tinel is therefore possible, although shock- 
ing. What te difficult to believe, however, is 
the number stated to have been killed in 
the course of a single journey. 

It is by no means improbable that the 
viceroy may be forced to resign his office 


as the result of his injuries,

New York, Jan. 20—John Burroughs and | 
Ernest Thompson Seton, the worki’s most 
widely known naturalists, today issued a 
joint appeal to the school children of Amer- 
ica. In it they say: 

“An urgent appeal we make to you in bée- 
half of our native birds, many species of 
which are in danger of extermination. To 
you is now given the opportunity to render 
substantial help toward their preservation. 
A measure is now before congress, the pur- 
pose of which is to place all migratory birds 
under the protection of the federal govern- 
ment. Such a law is greatly needed. If 
it ie not passed our birds will continue to 
decrease—to the great and everlasting dis- 
advantage and shame of the American peo- 
ple. 

“ The measure now before congress is non- 
partisan and nonpolitical. [It should have 
the hearty indorsement of al! patriotic and 
nature-loving Americans, But it is in dan- 
ger of being lost in the great masse of less 
important legislation now pending in con- 


gress. 

“ We, therefore, appeal to the schoo! chil- 
dren of America to help in this vitally tm- 
portant miatter. We ask you to get your 
parents, teachers, and friends to write or 
telegraph to the congreseman of your dis- 
trict and the two senators of your state, now 
in Washington, urging immediate aetion upon 
the pending bird protection bill—that they 
may understand how deep is the interest in 
it and how great is the need forit. If you 
will today get two or three such messages 
written and sent (they need not be long mes-+ 
sages—a. simple signed request will do) you 
will have the satisfaction of knowing that 
you have rendered substantial help in this 
great and good cause.

Your 
teacher or your newspaper will give you the 
names of your senators and congressman. 
The messages should be sent at once

portamt enough to extend to all the grown-up 
children who are out in the greater school 
of life—men and women who would help 
conserve one of the country’s most valuable 
and interesting resources. To such we ap- 
peal for immediate codperation. A message 
—to Washington—sent teday—from you—will 
help to save our birds from deetruction.

He Helps Elect New “President”; 


Charges of graft against three members 
of the Irying Park board were made last 
night by the president, Herman A. Ott, ata 
public meeting im the Irving Park Masonic 
temple. The three accused: members did 
not wak to hear the charges, but haStily 
formed a “rump” meeting, declared an 
adjournment, and left the hall. 

The members accused by Mr. Ott are Albert 
E, Bratiain, Michael A. Maniey, and William 
G. Wood Mr. Ott produced copies of affi- 
davits which he says will prove the charges 
he made. 
are in the hands of State's Attorney Maclay: 
Hoyne. 

The graft charges grew out of a contract 
for the installation of electric lights in Irv- 
ing Park which cost §2,600. It is alleged by 
Mr. Ott that Brattain demanded 10 per cent 
of the money from the contractor, Arthur 
Johnson, He received $125, according to an 


-afidavit Mr. Ott said was made by Johnson. 


Demands were made for $125 more by Brat- 
tain, Wood, and Manley, it is alleged. 

At the meeting of the board on Jan. 6 Brat- 
tain was expelled. He declared the action 
illegal, and with two of his friends called 
a meeting and “deposed"’ President Ott.

No evil of congressional procedure has 
cried louder for correction than that in com 
nection with the work of conference commit- 
tees. Originally theee bodies were created 
to compose differences in respect of legislation 
which had passed both houses. The repre- 
sentatives of one house in attendance on 4@ 
conference were assumed to make every 
effort to induce the representatives of the 
other to accept the will expressed by the 
majority of their colleagues. 

It was understood in the beginning of the 
practice that, failing in this, they should 
try to hit upon a compromise embodying the 
views of the two houses and, in case of ina- 
bility to reach an agreement, a report should 
be made with a request for furthet instruc- 
tions. ; 

Real Makers of Laws. 

But as a result of the system of rules and 
precedents gradually «established the confer- 
ence committees have become the real 
makers of laws. The members of such a 
committee are named by the president of the 
senate and the speaker of the house. 

It is customary for these officers to select 
as the representativ<s ‘of their respective 
houses. for the proposed conference the two 
leading members of the majority and the 
leading representative of the minority of the 
committee in which the legislation originated. 

This has meant that in the house where the 
committees are hand picked by the speaker 
andthe chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee and in the senate by the committee on 
committees, which has been dominated by 
the old guard, it has been possible to select 
men who will do the bidding of the small 
ring in control of congress. 


Insert Clause Not Debated. 

The immigration bill considered by the 
Senate today furnishes an excellent illustra- 
tion’ of the way the “ system" operates. 
When the conference committee made its 
report on the measure it was found to con- 
tain a provision requiring aliens to present 
certificates of character if from countries 
which issue sifch certificates 

This provision had: been proposed by the 
department of commerce and labor, but was 
not accepted by the immigration committee 
of either house and was not discussed in 
open debate. It therefore was not a matter 
for the conference committee. Yet it was 
inserted.

“We make no effort at realism in scenery,” 
he says, “ but-.prefer to leave that to the imag- 
ination of the audience. A tree is a Jiving 
thing, but the imitation of it on canvas seems 
to us less vital than the involuntary picture 
drawn in the minds.of the audience. 

“Our music differs from yours in being a 
single strain of melody, not the harmony of 
various voices and:‘instruments. Also we have 
numerous scales, and the melodies written in 
each scale are appropriate to a certain range 
of emotions. For example, certain airs are 
always sung in the merning, others at twi- 
light, others at' night; so that their strains 
are associated in our minds with those hours. 

“In the same way a cerain range of melo- 
dies is consecrated to the emotion of léve, an- 
other to that of heroic valor, another to re- 
pose, and so on.” : 

However, this eastern poet is not prejudiced. 

“When I first heard western music it 
seemed very strange to me,” he said, “ but now 


' I often deeply admire the beauty of its har- 


monies. Its intervals are stronger, its con- 
trasts of emotion much more violent than ours. 
In short, it. expresses different ideals, a dif- 
ferent kind of life. But it expresses these 
with great beauty and nobility,”

Nourishing Food Important. 

I cannot say that I have solved the high cost 
of living, but I have some ideas that perhaps 
may be of interest to others. My husband is 
& locomotive engineer, and while the salary 
seems good the cost of living in otr town is 
higher than in any other town that I know of 
and the expenses at the opposite end of the run 
for room and board are so large that it requirés 
care for us to get anything laid by. 

Many of the suggestions in your department 
are helpful, but there are some whose economy 
I consider doubtful. God has given us our 
bodies and our first duty is to make them as 
nearly perfect as possible. One of the chief 
necessities in order to accomplish this is to have 
good, nourishing food, well cooked and pleasing 
to the taste. The cheapest article is not always 
the most economical. Many times if a little 
more thought were given to planning and servy- 
ing our food a doctor's bill might be avoided. 
We cannot put our best efforts into our work 
unless we are well nourished, A lavist. use of 
eggs at 40 cents a dozen seems an extravagance. 


| I plan to use as few as possible in baking at 


such times, but. when it is..hecessary for my 
husband to eat his breakfast at 4 o'clock and 
it is with difficulty that he gets up an appetite 
for anything, I look upon eggs, even at 40 cents, 
as a necessity. I realize that if he is to stand 
with his hand on the throttié and be responsible 
for scores of lives and thousands of dollars’ 
worth of property whatever will give him the 
strongest body and the steadiest nerves is econ- 
omy. Growing children need to be well nour- 
ished even more than adults. What might oth- 
erwise have béen a@ healthy maturity may be 
changed Into a life of suffering simply by the 
lack of being well fed in childhood. Rousseau 
said, referring to education: “ The best is al- 
most good enough for children,” and it is no 
less true when it comes to nourishment. By the 
best I do not mean the most expensive or 
fancy foods, but plain, substantial food of a 
quality that can be enjoyed and all made use of, 
There are many housewives who do not know 
the principle of physics that the temperature 
of any liquid cannot be raised above the boil- 
ing point. When food reaches. the boiling point 
it will cook no faster, no matter how much the 
heat under it may be increased. ‘In this way 
many waste a large part of the ‘gas or other 
fuel that they burn, A large part of the nour- 
ishment in oatmeal and other cereals often is 
wasted because it is not well cooked. Many 
cook oatmeal from twenty to thirty minutes 
and call it done. In that condition only a small 
part of the starch can be digested, hence is 
wasted and also puts unnecessary. work upon the 
body to dispose of the waste. Oatmeal should 
be cooked several hours with slow heat. The 
fireless cooker i§ ideal for this, I cook i all 
night on the hard coal stove. If any one once 
tries the well cooked article they will have no 
further use for what has been cooked only a 
few minutes. One cup of rolled oats to two of 
boiling water makes it a consistency which suits 
most people, EY C

Saving on Coal Bill. 


Try to save on coal. I have found out by 
years of experience not to fill the feeder of 
the self-heater; by adding only four or five 
shovelfuls of coal up to the point where the 
feeder begins you -will have more and better 
heat, and it holds out for a great many hours, 
aceording to the weather, It will last three to 
four hours, and then a new supply of three to 
five shovelfuls of coal throughout the day.. At 
night add six shovelfuls up to the feeder, open 
the damper a few minutes to allow coal gas 
to escape, and then bank up overnight with 
ashes. In the morning shake the grate light- 


ly, scatter ashes, add some coal, and you will 
have a very warm room in ten minutes. 

IT have heated with one stove two and some- 
times three rooms. It will save one-half on 
your coal bill Try’ it. Profit by it, as good 
coal is expensive.

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What Hard Water Costs Britain. 


What the United Kingdom loses by the use of 
hard water would probably pay for the British 
havy, it is calculated that one-third of the tea 
used in London is wasted owing to the hardness 
of the water. | 
| AHowing an average of three-quarters of a 
pound of tea per week to each family, a little 
sum shows that the loss in one year is thirteen 
pounds. At an average price of 41 cents a 
pound, this means a loss of $5.33. There are 
about 1,600,000 families in Greater London, and 
thus the total loss in tea alone is about 
$8,526,000. 

Then there's soap. How miuich water is used 
for London’s washing of clothes, utensils, etc., 
as well as for baths and the daily ablutions, it 
is hard to say. ee 

If we t it down at so small a quantity as 


‘fifty galléns a week per family all-round, then 


the, waste tn the washing of each family is 
a thirty-five to forty pounds of soap and 
soda per annum, or 64,000,000 pounds for 
Greater London.

The failure of the internal revenue bureau 
to find suiphur in the contraband oleo manu- 
factured by large Chicago packing houses 
became more mysterious as the result of tes. 
timony given today before the Cox com- 
mittee of the house. 

Dr. A. D. Melvin, chief of the bureau of 
animal industry, and several subordinates 
testified that they discovered the sulphur 
on the first test made, which was in Janu- 
ary, 1912. Capt. Perry, stationed at Fort 
Porter, Buffalo, sent to Dr. Wiley a sample 
of oleo made by Schwartzechild & Sulzber- 
ger, with the statement that it turned black 
@ny silver which it touched. 

The bureau chemists found sulphur in the 


said he immediately ordered the oleo pack- 
ers to cease using this particular variety of 
cottonseed oil, which was being produced by 
the Louisville Cotton Oi! company. * 

Internal Revenue Commissioner Cabell tes- 
tified a few days ago that his chemicts were 
unable to. find sulphur in the oil until they 
were tnformed by a discharged employé of 
the refinery that the color was being impart- 
ed by sulphur fumes.
